While the Hearst press in Seattle is complaining 
of the “creeping paralysis” which has come over 
Seattie’s trade—and omitting to name non-cancel- 
lation of war debts among the contributing causes 
—Vancouver is crowing over nine carges of wheat 
booked for China. Not less then 3,000,000 bushels 
of Alberta grain is expected to leave for China. 

There would be more shipped too, were it not 
for the long term credit which President Hoover 
is being urged te extend on American shipments. 
United States last year shipped 15,000,000 bushels 
to China to be paid for five years hence. It sold 
for ab@ut 15 cents a bushel more than cash whoat 
and made it difficult for private importers in 
China to do business. 

Canada is not offering long credit on her wheat 
sales. It was discovered last year that the wily 
Chinese had money for wheat, but they used It, 
afier getting the 15,000,000 bushels frm Uncle Sam 
on five year credit terms, to buy cheap wheat from 
Australia. If Uncle Sam hardens his heart this 
year, Canadian shippers will send far more to 
China than the 3,000,000 bushels on order or under 
arrangement—on a cash basis. 


Vancouver is trying out two innovations, either 
or both of which, may be taken up by other cities 
all over the continent 

In the first place, the B.C. Electric railway is 
expermenting with a weekly pass. Citizens for 
$1.25 can now buy a street car pass good from 
5 am. Monday morning of one week till 5 am. on 
the Monday morning of the following week. 

With this pass one can board any car within 
the limits of the city, at any time of the day or 
night, and ride as often and as far as he likea. It 
will greatly encourage the man around town or the 
woman shopper, who will be able to ride a few 
blocks as often as he or she desires. where at 
present they walk to save a 6-cent ticket. I know

reference to public service? 

Your conclusions would be dis- 
couraging if you considered only the 
present day. But governments, like 
individuals and civilizations, must 
be built up over long periods, 

An angel from heaven, seeing for 
the first time, a baby learning to 
walk, stumbling and falling, might 

“Put it back in bed and leave 


it there: vou surely don't want to 
break its neck.” 

The answer would be: “It must 
learn to walk.” 

And that is the answer to our 
government problems. Men must 
learn to govern themselves. It is a 


slow process, but there is no other 
way. Meanwhile the wonder is, 
not that we have a depression, but 
that we ever have anything else. 


ARS probably will go on until! 
some one man or power arises, 
as in thé days of ancient Rome, 
strong enough to command peace. 
That is a tong way off, and would 
mean at the start the biggest war 
yet 
Meanwhile Colombia is preparing 
an army to fight Peru, the civil war 


in Brazil seems about to end; the 
rebels, tired and hungry, ask an 
armistice. 


NE trouble is that our monoten- 
ous modern lives of barter 

and sale and money accumulation 
offer a poor field to ambition. Sup- 


| pose you do roll up a million dol- 


lars. or ten, or a thousand millions. 

What dees that amount to? When 
the young man from St. Louis lost 
$1,000 'n ten minutes at Canfield’s 
New York gambling house and a 
polite servant offered him some Vir- 
ginia ham, with no charge, he re- 
marked: “You cannot eat a thous- 
and dollars worth of ham.” 


As ham dors not repair money 
losses, so money does not satisfy 
ambition except that of a tumble 


bug, rolling his round treasure to 


his hole in the ground. 


But war does satisfy ambition, 
Wholesale killings have their 
nionuments, school children are 


taught to admire them, men cheer 
them, women flatter them 

To end war, give men something 
else to do that will satisfy ambi- 
tien. Civilization will do it, and 
within the next thousand = years, 
perhaps. 

And it is, probably, all for the 
best. There are some undesirable 
races on the earth. Weeding them 
out would take too long, wars could 
eliminate them quickly. Who are 
we to question the mysterious ways 
ot Providence? 

RANCE will not consider Amer- 

ica’s disarmament propositions, 
cannot afford to. We should not 
consider disarmament talk either, 
if some powerful nation, bigger in 
man power than ourselves, equal in 
scientific war methods, were next 
door, thirsting for revenge. 

Men used to settle their private 
quarrels by fighting; nations still do 
so. It is easy to say arbitrate, but 
what foreigner will you trust? A 
man cannot select his own nationals 
to arbitrate | sor him.

The Selection Committee for Al- 
berta announces that this year's 
meeting to nominate a Rhodes 


scholar for the province for 1933 
will be held on Saturday, Novem- 
ber 26, at Edmonton. Candidrctes 
for the scholarship are required to 
place before the committee certain 
documentary records, all of which 


must be in the hands of the sec- 
retary prior o October 
The successful candidate, when 


approved by the trustees, obtains a 
scholarship tenable at the Univer- 
sity of Oxford which may be held 
for three years. Scholars may be 
allowed under certain conditions 
and in accordance with the rules of 
the Trust, to spend the third year 
in post-graduate work at any uni- 
versity of Great Britain and in spe- 
cial cases, at a continental or Am- 
erican university 


QUALIFICATIONS OUTLINED 


To be eligible, a candidate must 
be a British subject, with at least 


five years domicile in Canada, and 


unmarried He must have passed 
his nineteenth but not have passed 
his twenty-fifth birthday on Oc- 
tober 1 of the year for which he is 
elected He must have reached 
such a Stage in hi course at one 
of the universities of Canada that 
he will have completed at least 
two years at the university in ques- 
tion by October 1 of the year for 
which he is elected ; 

Special attention is called to the 
fact that candidates may apply eith- 
er for the province in which they 
have their ordinary private domi- 
cile, home or residence, or for any 
province in which they have re- 
ceived at least two years of their 
college education before applying 
As applied to Alberta, this means 
that a student whose home is in Al- 
berta, but who is pursuing a course 
of studies at a university elsewhere 
in Canada is eligible in Alberta 
even though he may also be eligible 
in the province in which he 
studying. Likewise, a student whose 
home is elsewhere, but who has 
studied for two years at the Univer- 
sity of Alberta is eligible.

Dr. R. B. Cochrane, secretary 


of the United Church Home

Wondering if this opinion 
could find any support here- 
abouts, The Bulletin’s Inquiring 
Reporter took up the question 
and fired it at several authori- 
ties.
